LONDON, Feb, 8 (AP).—A “con- 
siderable force” of Royal Air Force 
bombers pounded the German in- 
vasion ports at Dunkerque and 
Boulogne last night and also at- 
tacked Calais and Ostend, the Air 
Ministry reported today. 

The raiders, braving bad weather 
for the second successive night, 
hammered at Boulogne for three 
hours, a communique said, “during 
which several large fires were 
started among supply stores and 
other dockside buildings.” 

“Later at Dunkerque a number 
of bursts were clearly observed 
among shipping in the docks,” the 
communique added. “Several air- 
craft bombed the docks at Calais 
and at Ostend” 

The crowded docks of Boulogne 
were showered with “many heavy 
bombs” and “some thousands” of 
fire bombs in a three-hour night 
raid, the Air Ministry news service 
said. Pilot after pilot returned.with 
reports of making direct hits, it 
was stated. , 

German Plane Shot Down. 
Bad weather over Northwestern 
Europe kept the German air force 
on the ground and Britain had a 
peaceful night. 

Anti-aircraft guns near Folkstone 
shot down a German Messerschmitt 
this afternoon after it had bombed 
the district and returned to attack 
with machine guns. 

The British raids apparently 
caught the German defenders on 
the Nazi-held French coast nap- 
ping. It was the fourth R. A, F. 
attack on Boulogne this week and 
the third on Dunkerque. Calais 
also has been the objective of both 
day and night British raids this 
week. 

Observers on the English coast 
said their first inkling of the R. A. 
F. attacks came when parachute 
flares began to drop across the 
channel. The flares apparently 
gave the first warning to the Ger- 
mans, too, since Nazi searchlights 
went into action as soon as they 
fell.

A special election is in the cards, whether it is 
called by the Board of Aldermen or by the signers 
of initiative petitions. St. Louis should also use 
that opportunity to vote on two other long-delayed 
steps toward better city government. Those other 
measures are election of Aldermen by wards and 
redistricting to remedy the gross population dis- 
parities brought about by the present ward boun- 
daries. Like civil service, both these would be 
moves toward bringing about the practical working 
of democracy, which is so much heard of nowadays. 

Certainly the present system of city-wide voting 
on Aldermen is an Outright violation of democratic 
principles. It has resulted in a board at one time 
solidly Republican and now solidly Democratic. 
There is no minority, to fulfill the invaluable func- 
tions of critic and brake. Candidates who cannot 
carry their own wards nevertheless represent them 
on the board, because their party happens to carry 
the city as a whole. Other candidates who do carry 
their wards fail of election. Two wards went Re- 
publican in the last city election, nine went Repub- 
lican in the governorship vote last fall, yet the Board 
of Aldermen remains solidly Democratic. 

An even greater perversion of democracy is in the 
fact that the people have voted on this issue, and 
approved an enabling act for election of Aldermen by 
wards by a vote of 145,000 to 78,000. That was in 
1934, seven years ago. Despite that 2-to-1 mandate 
of the people, the board has not put this reform into 
effect. For the sake of the weak-sister Aldermen 
who cannot carry their own wards, the present un- 
democratic system has been continued. 

Mayor Dickmann has spoken favorably of this 
measure, yet when it came to a showdown, he has 
sidestepped. He has given it personal approval, 
but has declined to give official backing since, in his 
words, “It’s a legislative matter.” This is the 
flimsiest sort of evasion. Mayor Dickmann is proud 
of his record, and rightfully so on many counts, but 
he cannot defend his failure to put his administra- 
tion behind this important measure. 

The great difference in voting strength of the 
various wards is another barrier to making de- 
mocracy work here at home. The Twenty-fourth 
Ward has 76,064 inhabitants, as compared with 
14,699 in the Fifth. In other words, it takes five 
votes in the former ward to have as much influence 
in city affairs as one in the latter. This rotten- 
borough system shdéuld be abolished by a fair draw- 
ing of boundaries, This reform, too, is entitled to a 
place on the ballot at the coming special election. 

These vital measures can be put there by action 
of the Board of Aldermen. Will it not be a stinging 
rebuke to the whole City Hall setup if the adminis- 
tration again defaults and it requires initiative action 
by the people to obtain a vote on these issues? 

If we are to make democracy work at home—and 
democratic city government is a foundation stone 
of the national welfare—then St. Louis should adopt 
these three measures at the earliest possible moment.

In creating the Federal Power Commission and in 
gradually broadening and extending its powers, Con- 
gress has established an agency charged with con- 
serving for all the people the basic wealth of Amer- 
ica’s streams and rivers, 
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AS TO CHANGING STREET NAMES. 

In its vote to change the name of Wash street to 
Cole street, the Board of Aldermen yesterday re- 
moved a distinguished name from the city map in 
the interest of clarity. Judge Robert Wash, for 
whom the street was named, was one of Missouri's 
most eminent early jurists; United States District 
Attorney here in Monroe’s administration, and one 
of the first State Supreme Court Judges. Yet, to 
end the confusion between Wash street and the fre- 
quent abbreviation of Washington boulevard, the 
Aldermen voted to drop this famous name. 

Which is a reminder of the campaign launched 
about a year ago to find new names for certain 
streets in the city and county and thus get rid of 
some 400 duplications, Streets of identical name in 
St. Louis and suburbs are assuredly much more con- 
fuging than downtown streets named Wash and 
Washington, yet apparently nothing has been done 
to rename the repeaters.

ECENT events focus attention upon the 

activities of the Federal Power Commis- 

sion. This interest results from the na- 
tional defense program, the proposed St. 
Lawrence River development and the im- 
portant Supreme Court decision in the Ap- 
palachian Electric Power Co. case, decided 
Dec. 16, 

A few years ago, the Federal Trade Com- 

mission admirably exposed unsavory and 
even vicious inflationary practices among 
the utility companies, The Federal Power 
Commission is now engaged in a serious en- 
deavor under the authority delegated to it 
by the Congress to correct these abuses. 
One of the important steps in this direction 
was the prescribing by our commission and 
by some 27 state commissions of a uniform 
system of accounts which requires electric 
utilities to record their properties at. the 
original cost thereof. 
Moreover, the commission is attempting 
to eliminate inflation from utflity plant ac- 
counts, correct haphazard practices with re- 
spect to setting up depreciation reserves 
and forestall the issuance of watered se- 
curities which eventually would have an in- 
escapably adverse effect upon rates. In ad- 
dition, comprehensive reports are required 
and worthwhile statistics are being pub- 
lished and made readily available to the 
public and others. Anyone who has the de- 
sire or interest to investigate these data 
may obtain important information concern- 
ing the business operations of the utility 
and determine therefrom in some degree 
the effectiveness of regulation. 


The national defense program requires 
the assurance of an adequate power sup- 
ply to meet the needs of increased produc- 
tion of essential war materials. In this con- 
nection, the President has directed that this 
agency maintain contacts with the war, navy 
and other departments concerned with na- 
tional defense orders and translate their or- 
ders and requests into demands for power. 
e creation of the St. Lawrence Advisory 
Committee, headed by the chairman of our 
commission, has renewed interest in the 
proposed St. Lawrence River. project. 
“There is especial public interest in water 
power development, and in the capacity of 
the Federal Power Commission to preserve 
and protect our great water resources, how- 
ever,-by reason of the recent Supreme Court 
decision in the New River case. In it the 
Supreme Court defined the constitutional 
power ofthe United States over navigable 
waters and clarified the claims of riparian 
Owners and the states themselves in con- 
nection with streams under the Federal ju- 
risdiction. 

The decision is a most stimulating state- 
ment, one that should stir the heart of

This amount 
of undeveloped energy is nearly twice the 
total amount of electric energy generated 
and consumed in the entire United States 
last year. These figures present a picture 
of national waste and public blindness. 

Conservation and utilization of this “white 
coal” are essential to the progressive develop- 
ment of the nation and the improvement of 
our economic and social conditions general- 
ly.

HAT such arrangements can 

be made we know, and not 

merely because we have the 
explicit promise of the British Gov- 
ernment. That promise is worth a 
good deal but what gives it its 
final validity is the fact that it is 
underwritten by the situation it- 
self. Marshal Petain has learned 
that he could not obtain, as he 
hoped, a chivalrous peace from Hit- 
ler, and in so far as he has any 
power to bargain with Hitler, it is 
because the French Empire is be- 
yond Hitler’s reach and the British 
resistanve continues and American 
aid increases. The only protection 
of the French inside France is the 
unbroken force of Hitler's enemies 
outside of France. 

Were the British Isles to be in- 
vaded or otherwise overwhelmed, 
the hope of the people in the 
Islands would depend upon the 
British Empire overgeas and the 
United States. This would still in 
some measure protect them against 
complete slavery to Hitler’s undis- 
puted power. Nothing else could 
protect them at all, nothing else 
could mitigate their fate. What 
Hitler would do as undisputed mas- 
ter of the British Isles can be 
imagined from what he has done 
in isolated Poland where, being 
beyond the reach of sea power or 
air power, he is undisputed mas- 
ter. 

Terrible as it would be to make 
the decision, the British would, if 
the worst came, have to do the op- 
posite of what Marshal Petain did: 
they would -have to retreat over- 
seas and continue to resist. But 
unless the arrangements had been 
made in advance, this great oper- 
ation might not be feasible. The 
bill now before the Congress makes 
it possible to prepare such arrange- 
ments.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
Helen Keller resigned last night as 
honorary chairman of the Ameri- 
can Rescue Ship Mission because, 
she said, she was “not equal to 
keeping track of the endless hap- 
penings and complications and ri- 
valries which surround the mis- 
sion.” 
Miss Keller’s message of resigna- 
tion, telephoned from Westport, 
Conn., by her secretary to the mis- 
sion’s director, Miss Helen Bryan, 
asserted that Miss Keller had made 
careful inquiries about the mission 
because she had been “troubled by 
newspaper charges and private ac- 
cusations connected with its activ- 
ities.” 
“It was because my heart was 
pierced by the plight of the Span- 
ish refugees that I tried to help 
them,” she added, “but now I find 
the extra effort for the mission too 
heavy a burden in addition to my 
life work for the American Founda- 
tion for the Blind.” 
‘Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, one 
of the original sponsors of the mis- 
sion, which was created in an ef- 
fort to transport Spanish refugees 
to Mexico, resigned some time ago.

Roosevelt 
replied that the use which some 
people make of defense statistics 
gives comfort to the Chancellor of 
the German Reich. 

The press conference was one of 
several at which the Chief Execu- 
tive had remarked, in response to 
questions, on statements made by 
Senator, Wheeler or in which 
Wheeler’s name had figured. 

Landon said that “many of those 
who are for all out aid to Eng- 
land say, of course we must de- 
bate, but hurry, hurry, hurry.” 

“And by innuendo, and the sly 
turn of the adjective,” he con- 
tinued, “these attempt to throw on 
the opposition the smothering cry 
of partisanship or personalities as 
the actuating force behind the op- 
position to this bill. 

Says President Led Way. 

“The Chief Executive has led the 
way, by hurling even the charge of 
pro-German at a leader of opposi- 
tion in the United States Senate, 
Senator Wheeler of Montana.

Thomas C. Hennings Jr., that Unit- 
ed States District Attorney Harry 
C. Blanton testify before the State 
grand jury about statements he 
had made in Federal Court to the 
effect that the Pioneer News Serv- 
ice had paid money to city d 
State officials was turned down 
yesterday by Blanton on ‘ 
ground that all of his records are 
confidential. ‘ 


Hennings had inforned Blanton 
that he was. seeking evidence of 
“bribery and cognate offenses” 
and had asked the Federal prose- 
cutor to appear before the grand 
jury next Tuesday. 

“TIT can only repeat,” Blanton 
wrote in reply, “that the records 
and reports furnished this office 
in connection with these cases (the 
income tax convictions of Pioneer 
News Service and of William Mo- 
lasky, its treasurer) ar. confiden- 
tial and cannot be released by me 
without instructions of my superi- 
ors. As a prosecuting official, I 
am sure you realize this is the law, 
binding alike upon Federal and 
State prosecutors, even in the ab- 
sence of Federal statutes and reg- 
ulations.” 

When Molasky pleaded guilty of 
income tax evasion last December, 
Blanton informed the court the 
evidence “strongly indicated” Mo- 
lasky har paid $20,100 in 1933 and 
1934 to city officials and politicians,

CAPPER SAYS AID BILL 
MEANS ENTRY INTO WAR 


More Concerned About Measure 
Than Any Other in 
# 22 Years. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (AP)— 
Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas, 


urging defeat of the British-aid 
bill, said last night its enactment 
would “take the United States into 
the European war, in spite of ev- 
erything we can do.” 

Capper, a member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, said he 
was more concerned about this 
Measure than any other that had 
come before Congress during “my 
22 years in the Senate.” His criti- 
cism of the bill was broadcast. 
Noting that he had supported 
many proposals. by President 
Roosevelt, Capper said he opposed 
this bill because the President was 
asking Congress to follow a course 
that “will lead to disaster.” 

“This measure is a complete sur- 
render of the responsibilities given 
the Congress by the Constitution 
and sets up a dictatorship,” he 
said. “It is in fact a war bill, 
transferring to the President war- 
making powers Which undoubtedly 
belong to Congress. 

“Right now the next greatest 
step in protecting America first is 
to kill this so-called lend-lease, this 
lend-lose bill, that really is a war 
dictatorship bill.” 

Saying the country should turn 
its attention to the “dustbow! refu- 
gees,” the*sharecroppers and the 
unemployed, he commented that 
“we are somewhat like the well- 
meaning mother who spends her 
time at missionary meetings sew- 
ing for the heathen, while her own 
children are neglected and go 
ragged.” 

He asked that the country “re- 

dedicate” itself to the Monroe Doc- 
trine. 
“It is sometimes overlooked,” he 
added, “that this doctrine, besides 
specifying that Europe shall not 
meddle in our affairs, also pro- 
vides that we shall not meddle in 
Europe.

When Mansfield is shooting at 
his wife, he never sees her; he’s 
looking at those little targets, In 
a way, he figures, she’s facing 
death 52,000 times a year. They 
do that much shooting at fairs, 
circuses and sports shows around 
the country. 

He uses a 10-year-old pump ac- 
tion rifle of stock make, with a 
special nickel steel barrel that is 
harder than ordinary ones. He 
never cleans it, letting the .22 short 
hi-speed ammunition he uses serve 
that purpose. And the gun is as 
as good as it ever was. 

“The last two inches in the 
barrel are the most,important,” he 
said, taking a bullet and showing 
how the muzzle was a slightly too 
tight for it to fit. “If it’s tight, 
the gun is still accurate.” 

And accuracy is important in 
that human target business. Mans- 
field works on a law of averages 
he long since has developed. He 
shoots at 25 or 30 feet. 

“Any farther away is too dan- 
gerous,” he said, 

The size of the ball target gives 
him about a two-inch lee-way from 
the human part of the target. On 
occasion he has done shooting at 
quarter-inch marks—but only occa- 
sionally and under perfect condi- 
tions. 

“You're getting inside the law 
of averages when you do that: No 
man ever lived who could: hit 
the ‘bull’s-eye every time. If you'd 
try to shoot a lump of sugar off 
a man’s head every day for six 
months, you'd kill him sure.”

Sometimes one’s wish 
would be destructive to one’s life 
were it to come true. Some wishes 
can be made come true for some 
people and not for others. 

You see, wishes are purely per- 
sonal matters and must be valued 
for their worth to the person him- 
self.

THE REAL wish, the one that 
drives a child or a youth to great 
effort in a chosen field is the one 
that is the expression of an inner 
power. This power is not always 
manifest when the wish is born. 
It may show itself in another form, 
but if it is there it drives the wish 
into action, 

That sort of wish is a force that 
sustains the struggling youth 
through trial and failure to suc- 
cess. It enables him to take the 
discipline that a career *demands. 
A young Caruso will undergo the 
strict regime of diet, exercise, prac- 
tice, rest, self-denial all along the 
road, that a Caruso must accept. 
The same thing holds for the ful- 
fillment of any wish for power over 
life and circumstance. The price— 
discipline—must be paid. The un- 
yielding will, driven by the unful- 
filled wish, sees to that. 


Parents often mistake the covet- 
ous wish for the real thing. “He 
wants to be a physician—an artist 
— statesman—” That is enough. 
He thinks he is on the way. His 
parents prepare to pay the price, 
but the young disciple has not the 
price within him. His wish is not 
inherent in his being but a root- 
less idea born of desire, and noth- 
ing more. 


When a child or young person 
says he wishes to be somebody 
search for signs of the essential 
quality within him. What does he 
offer for the prize? Self-sacrifice, 
discipline of body and mind and 
soul, grinding work devotion to 
his one ideal?

the rest of you whenever they get 
a sore throat. 

The theoretical action of gar- 
gling is to soothe the sore throat 


|by a hot or a cold fluid, to remove 


mucus and debris, as by a douche, 
and to kill germs by the antiseptic 
action of the drugs contained in 
the gargle solution. ; 

All doctors, including myself, 
agree, I. think, that the last ac- 
tion is mostly a figment of the 
imagination. The germs that cause 
apharyngitis or tonsilitis are ‘im- 
bedded under the surface of the 
mucous membrane of the throat, 
so that the antiseptic action of 
the gargle can’t get at them. And 
there are no selective drugs for 


this purpose that will kill the 
‘germs and not harm the tissues 
also, 


So the first question—of what 
to put in ‘a gargle—can be an- 
swered by saying there is no hope 
in a strong antiseptic solution, the 
milder the gargle the better, and 
probably hot water or hot salt 
water is as good as anything. 
Swallowing is an inevitable possi- 
bility during gargling, so the so- 
lution used must be perfectly 
harmless if absorbed. The time 
honored use of a few drops of 
tincture of chloride of iron in the 
gargle has an astringent and 
partly soothing effect. Hhe “Gold- 
en gargie” of the official National 
Formulary of the druggists can 
be used and it is guaranteed on ac- 
count of its taste that it will not 
be overused. The alkaline aro- 
matic solution of the National 
Formulary is also soothing and 
palatable.

— 

THE CHIEF CRITICISM of the 
gargle is that it does not reach 
the inflamed tissues of the pharynx 
in ordinary sore throat, which is its 
only field of usefulness. As ordi- 
narily performed it does not. Drs. 
Snow and Stern of New York used 
fluids that cast a shadow on the 
X-ray plate; and found that with 
ordinary gargling the tongue is 
pressed against the soft palate so 
that the fluid does not reach the 
pharynx. The recommended tech- 
nique is: Sit well back in a chair, 
take a swallow of water in the 
mouth and bend the head as far 
back as possible. In this position 
the larynx occludes the esophagus. 
Now protrude the tongue and 
grasp the tip with a handkerchief 
and try to swallow the water, 
which in this position is impos- 
sible. You will feel, however, as 
if you had swallowed the water. 
Now start to gargle, to exhale air 
slowly. Then close the mouth and 
quickly throw the head and body 
forward. This forces the fluid into 
the back of the pharynx. When 
the art is learned, after a few 
trials, try your hot salt gargle. 
When properly executed the sen- 
sation is that of great relief from 
the throat irritation. 

Children cannot usually be taught 
to gargle successfully. 

Whatever science says, the ordi- 
nary patient with the sore throat 
of a beginning cold thinks that 
gargling is worth while.

Economical Menus 
By Meta Given 


HE family is in for a real Sun- 
T day surprise—homemade whole- 

wheat bread. - But unless you 
can shoo the family out of the 
house while the bread is baking, 
‘twill be no surprise, for the tan- 
talizing aroma pervading the whole 
house will bring inquiries as to 
what mother is up to, 

The bread is made of 100 per 
cent wholewheat flour containing 
the wheat germ which supplies us 
with the vitamin B group. It has 
a delicious nutty wheat flavor; and 
the ground wheat particles give us 
much needed chewing exercise. 
Choose flour made from hard win- 
ter or spring wheat for best re- 
sults. 

100 Per Cent Wholewheat Bread. 

Two cakes compressed yeast, 
two-thirds cup lukewarm\water, one 
tablespoon brown sugar,’ two cups 
milk (scalded), one tablespoon salt, 
two tablespoons butter, one-half 
cup brown sugar, five cups unsift- 
ed wholewheat flour. . 

Crumble yeast into warm water, 
add the one tablespoon sugar, and 
let soak. Scald milk, add salt, but- 
ter and the one-half cup sugar, and 
cool to lukewarm. Combine with 
dissolved yeast and add flour, stir- 
ring until thoroughly combined. 
Dough will be very soft and sticky, 
but do not add more flour, for the 
softer the dough the more tender, 
light and moist the bread will be. 
Cover bowl and set in warm place 
to rise one hour. 

Leaving dough in bowl, knead it 
for five minutes, until smooth and 
somewhat stiffened; do not use ad- 
ditional flour. Again cover and let 
rise for one-half hour. Divide 
dough in two portions and place 
in buttered bread pans. (4%x8%), 
pressing into corners and smooth- 
ing surfaces with buttered hands; 
dough will probably be too soft to 
shape into loaves before placing 
in pans. Cover pans and let loaves 
rise for one-half hour. Then bake 
in a moderately hot oven (400 de- 
grees) for 10 minutes; reduce heat 
to moderate (350 degrees) and con- 
tinue baking 50 minutes longer. 
Turn out immediately onto cake 
coolers and cool before slicing. 
Makes two loaves, approximately 
8x4x3 inches. 

One cup of evaporated milk and 
one cup warm water may be sub- 
stituted for the two cups of milk 
in the above recipe. Make sure 
the combined milk-water mixture 
is lukewarm in temperature. The 
use of evaporated milk eliminates 
scalding of milk to destroy unde- 
sirable enzymes,

Declarer’s 
stock taking of resources left him 
far from happy. He already had 
lost one trick and it appeared high- 
ly likely that he would have to lose 
two more tricks in hearts. There 
was, however, a faint chance to sal- 
vage one of those heart losers and, 
rather than tamely admit defeat, 
declarer girded his loins for the 
“one hope.” 
One diamond lead drew the only 
outstanding trump and a spade then 
was led toward dummy. West was 
not so naive as to split his honors, 
but this did not interfere with de- 
clarer’s plan to put up dummys 
ten. To his joy, it held the trick 
and the hand became a laydown, 
since one heart could be discarded 
on a high spade. 
Of course, few plays could be 
simpler than this one, but there 
seems to be some deep rooted psy- 
chological quirk in many players 
that prevents them from taking fi- 
nesses in a suit in which they have 
no losers. The fact that whether or 
not the finesse succeeds losers from 
other suits may be discarded, es- 
capes them far too often. 
Admittedly, South was extremely 
lucky to find both the missing spade 
honors in front of the A-K-10. But 
a good part of bridge skill consists 
in getting the utmost from favor- 
able breaks. |
